'When answering Ur. Dies* statement of last week that the PHI , MIS, 

ONI and the Dies Committee thoroughly exposed the Nazis in the United States, 
Winchell commented that these agencies never Indulge in "exposures”* He then 
referred to Joseph P. Kamp and the Constitutional Educational League, commenting 
that the League was once named in a list of Federal indictments as a tool for 
subversive agents in the United States. An extensive investigation of Kamp 
and the Constitutional Educational League has been conducted by the Bureau. 

The facts developed have been presented to the Department but no indication has 
been received that the Department feels evidence of a violation has been developed. 
The Investigation is continuing pursuant to requests received from the Criminal 
Division. 

IV. DIES TO EXPOSE WINCHELL' S BACKERS 


You will recall that Ur. Dies said Congress would find out about the 
organization he charges is backing Winchell which prompted Ur. Winchell to 
state that, as usual. Dies doesn't know what he's talking about and makes 
charges before he can prove than.

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are protecting the thirty persons now waiting trial for alleged sedition. IQr 
answer? If I implied so, it wouldn't be necessary for Mr. Dies to tell you, 
that you listeners inferred it. I bitterly charge that Ur. Dies has failed to 
investigate many subversive organizations and many more dangerous persona. I 
still charge that there have been no public examinations of Charles Coughlin, 
Gerald "Win rod and Gerald L. K. Smith, although other government authorities have 
acted. 
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and that to date it has examined 173 people. My answer: Adolf Hitler has 
boasted of his thousands of agents and sympathizers in the United States. Some 


of us have been fighting them for eleven years, five years before Mr. Dies was 
accepting lecture bookings for rehashing what we all had discovered before Mr. 
Dies was even interested in the subject. Let the records show that when the Dies 
Committee arrived, Ethiopia was gone, Austria was gone, and Czechoslovakia was 
going.

Dies, ladies and gentlemen, is as much 
entitled to my Naval orders as he is entitled to cross-examine Admiral Nimetz 
on the battle of Midway or General MacArthur on the battle of Bataan, and in this 
case Mr. Dies' ability is even less than his authority. Hr. Dies on subversive 
activitieB may be interesting.

Dies doe an* t know and that, as usual, he makes charges 
before he can prove them. Ur.' Dies has promised you much but this is my promise 
to Ur. Dies. Tou have charged that there is a highly organized and well 
financed enterprise to destroy by vilifi cation the character of any public man 
who opposes the men who manage and finance this sinister smear bund. And you 
have said that 1 was merely one of its Charlies McCarthys. Now I tell you, 

Ur. Dies, that by certified public accountants, statements on file with the 
United States Treasury, and accepted by thei% that I am paid by a free and legal 
American enterprise for services rendered, as an adjunct to their advertising 
department. The reason my newspaper and radio employers pay me is that over 
half, over half (repeated with emphasis) the radio listeners in the United States, 
an an estimated 25,000,000 newspaper readers, have a higher opinion of my news and 
views than you have.

Ides, is that this year Walter Winchell returned 91^, 91^ (repeated) 
out of every dollar. Uy only complaint is that part of it went to pay your 
salary. Now I say to you, Ur. Dies, and I will never stop saying it, produce 
your proof, name the sinister group that you say I speak for, name its money 
backers and more important, Ur. Dies, tell the American people how this sinister 
group which you have invented has been able to organize and operate without 
interference from the constituted authorities. In conclusion, Ur. Dies, last 
Sunday night you called me a vilifier, among other things, including a serious 
menace to American life, I now read to you eight lines, the relevant part of 
a letter once written to me on the official stationery of the House of Representa- 
tives. Quote; . 


Uy dear Ur. Winchell, 


I take advantage of this opportunity to express my apprecia- 
tion to you for your loyal support. Unlike some people, you have 
been equally opposed to all forms of dictatorship and un-American 
activities. Tou have supported the Dies Committee when we expo sed 
Communist activities the same as when we exposed Nazi activities. 
Tour attitude has, therefore, been the attitude of a real American 
who is opposed to all forms of totalitarianism. I shall always have 


a warm spot in my heart for you as a result of your loyal support .

As Mr. Winchell stated, the twelve leaders of the organization were convicted 
of Sedition. They are presently on bond pending an appeal before the Circuit 
Court of Appeals at San Francisco. The Los Angeles Office is following the 
activities of the Tenney Committee generally without actually attending - 
the hearing.

"Attention Mr. and Mrs. United States* This is a newspaperman’s 
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United States of America has the right of free speech* Any newspaper 
man worth his salt regards it as his duty* I believe that absolute 
independence and absolute integrity mean the same thing* That means 
that I speak only for myself* But it also means that no one else 
has the right to speak for me* The Constitution of the United States 
not only provides for the three great arms of our Government; the 
Constitution's heart is that it limits the powers of that Government 
and its soul, the Bill of Rights, is that it protects the cltisen / 
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The history of liberty is the history of resistence, resistence to 
irresponsible men who happen to be armed with the powers of Government. 
It was no group of idle theorists who met in 1?8? to draw a Constitution* 
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They were the starred veterans of a very terrible war and they were 
determined to write into the law of the land with pen and ink what they 
ha d wan on a hundred battlefields with ball and powder* They made 
grimly sure that they had done more than establish a Government* . 
because an established Government was the very tyrant against which 

they had just so bitterly fought* They left a Constitution designed 

not only to protect the people from their own Government, they left 
a Constitution which protects that Government from itself. Thej£ . ?> 
gave the greatest powers to Congress, the powers over commerce, ’ 
the general welfare and the treasury* So that Congress could be 
fearless, its members were given absolute immunity for anything 
they might say on the floor of Congress. And so, that all information 
may be available to them as lawmakers. Congress was given the power 
of subpoena* But the power of Congress to subpoena is not the right 
of an individual Congressman to hold court. A congressional committee 
can render no decisions. The only Constitutional purpose of Congressional 
hearings is for the instruction and information of Congress as a law- 
making body. They cannot be used for the purposes of any Congress. 

Tour Congressman, like yourself, has the American Court, and. 
Constitutionally, the American Courts alone can administer American 
justice. Before these American Courts, X am charged with absolutely 
nothing, and no Congressman has yet elected to challenge me in any 
open American Court or to lay aside his inmunity long enough so that 
I can challenge him there. The founders of our country did. not stop 
after creating Congress and the Supreme Court. They wanted a nation 
of free people, not a government by political police over grovelling 
slaves, and so they armed every citizen. Tes, armed us, armed him 
against his Government with a Bill of Rights. They gave it to him 
directly, they gave it to him absolutely, and they gave it to him 
independently. An American's right to be a man depends on no branch 
of our Government. Neither does his right to earn a living, because 
the Constitution also guarantees due process of law. It is often the 
thankless and Ironical duty of a conscientious citizen to warn those 
whom he detests most of their rights in a general principle. A 
Constitution which fails to protect all, protects none. Conservative 
and liberal, capital and labor, banker and merchant, farmer and city 
dweller, all have the same interest in due process and under that 
clause a lawmaker has no more right to sit as judge and jury of his 
critic than the President of the United States has the right to daiand 
the next edition of any newspaper which attacks him. If any lawmaker, 
thinks he is damaged personally, he is guaranteed his full day in Court 
The American Courts are independent. They make no exception against 
and they grant no privileges to either radio commentators or United 
States Legislators. As for myself, I will gladly appear before any 
open court or any Constitutional authority, and I here and now freely 
waive all immunity. I demand only two rights— those guaranteed to* 
every American citizen j one, that I have the right to cross-examination, 
and two, that the public be present. Far from retracting a single A 
statement, I reiterate every one of them. Far from apologizing for 
any action, I reaffirm that ny conduct has been the product of my 
deliberate intention. In the meantime, if ary Congresacan or Senator 
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has inform ati on or evidence that I am guilty of activities against 
the United States Government, let them run, not walk, to the 
nearest Federal Grand Jury or United States CO. strict Attorney* 
he falls to do so, he is derelict in his duly as an officer 
of the United States* If such evidence ever existed, it would .■> : 
have been offered against me long before this* As an American, 
ny right to criticise the Government of the United States and 
the official act of any of its servants does not depend upon 
my sponsor, the radio network, any publisher, any member of Congress, 
the President of the United States, or, for that matter, the toil ted 
States Supreme Court* That right was given to me over 150 years 
ago by the same men who gave them theirs* To the men of the 
American Revolution and the legfons of Americans who fought to 
preserve it, I reaffirm my personal debt. Because they died as 
heroes, no American need ever live as a coward* Tonight, in the 
American tradition, my sponsor has yielded to Congressman Martin 
Dies the full and unobstructed use of this forum for a presentation 
of his views, I, therefore, make no new charges against Mr. Dies 
or his committee at this time. Nor do I refresh his memory with 
the old unanswered one. But let there be no doubt about this, 

I reserve the right and I will continue to exercise the right

He is known to be con- 
nected with a German firm, but whether or not his work has to do with the 
establishing or maintenance of Cartels probably cannot be determined until 
after the war ends.
